Ay to be ſure ;, but I hear Hue and Cry has lately been 
ſent after your Doctrines of Paſive' Obedience, Non-Refiſtarte, 
Jure Divino- Monarchy, &c. And they ſay ſome Roguiſh = 
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low has pack'd them up, and run with them back as far as 
FOrLY ONE. 

Ch. Indeed our Paſſive Obedience and your Adaveſſes haye 
been the two great Supporters of the King's Hopes ; but he has 
now found, to his Sorrow, that we no more deſigned to obey 
. Arbitrary Commands, than'you Addreſs'd for Eſtabliſhment of 
Popery : But here's the Miſchief of it,. you Diſlenters will ſtill 
be condemning us before you have heard us either Explain our 
Dodtrincs, or Diſtinguilh the Times. 

Difſ. Come, come, don't tell me of Explaining or Diſtin- 
guiſhing, Honefty is Uniform, and needs no ſuch Shifts : Why 
did you not Explain and Diſtinguiſh while the Court ſmil'd, and 
you had the Whip in your hands ? As for our Addreſling, *tis 
plain to all the World we only deſigned to return the King 
Thanks for that Common Ziberty and Eaſe we had from your 
Severities. | 

_ Ch, ®Pray? Neighbour, be not fo warm; yon know the 
Complement was attended with the Promiſe of Lives and For- 
runes, but not to be too nice upon your Good-Breeding in the 
Caſe ; lend me but a little Patience and I'll demonſtrate to you 
that the Proceedings both of our Clergy and Laity in this late 
Revolution have been conſonant to their former Dodrines, 
Reaſon it ſelf, and the Conſtitution of this Kingdom. 

Ds. Well, I commend you at leaſt for fair Promiſes, I with - 
you perform them better than a Great. Man before you has. 
performed his. | 

Ch. That I ſhall leave to the Judgment of the Impartial : 
But firſt of -all I muſt crave leave to tell you, That I ſhall not 
here undertake to defend the extravagant Notions of every 
Upſtart, who, through ProſpeCt of Advantage, might flatter 
the Court with his own Chimera's : But, by the aforeſaid Do- 
Erines, I mean thoſe generally preached vp by the Learned and 
_unbiaſs'd Clergy, and approved of by alt the thinking Men of 

our Church. | | 

Dif. 1 muſt confeſs I cannot expe you ſhould defend the 
Exceſles of every Novice ; but -I can by no means reconcile 
theſe late Proceedings to thoſe DoCtrines which were Aſſerted 
by the moſt Learned of your Clergy. ; 

Ch. Which therefore of our DoCtrines would you infinz- - 
ate to me ? | 
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Diff. Why, in ſhort, to ſee a Company of People up in 
Arms, and joining with an Invader, who had ſo Zealouſly A 
ſerted Paſſive Obedience, Non-Reſiſtance, 8c. and had taken ſe- 
| veral Oaths, diſabling them upon any Pretence whatſoever 
to take up Arms without the King's Order, &c. This I ſay is 
a Riddle to me. | 

Ch. Your ObjeQion I confeſs is weighty, though obvious and 
the common talk ; but being prepared by many Premeditations 
on this Subject, if you pleaſe to lend me a little Attention, I 
ſhall endeayour to ſatisfy your Difhcu!ties. | 

Diſſ. 'Tis what my Charity much deſires. 

Ch. Firſt, therefore, todeal ingenuouſly with you, I confeſs, - 
at the beginning of this Revolution I was under a very great 
Surprize : I, who have been in Arms for His Majeſty, a warm 
ſtickler for the Church of England, puffed up with all the Bra- 
vado's and Exceſles of an Oxford Loyalty, muſt needs be Alar- 
med to hear our Nobllity and Gentry beating up for the Prince 
of Orange, even in the Bowels of our Country. But when I 
came more ſerioully to refleft upon the Foundations of our Go- 
vernment, as well as thoſe antecedent Obligations which God 
Almighty has reſerved as his own inviolable Prerogative, I be- 
gan to regulate my Zeal by calmer meaſures. And making a 
more impartial and ſtrict Inquiry into the Opinions of Learned 
Men concerning the Regal Power, I found this moſt generally 
agreed upon ; viz. That the Obedience and Diſobedience of 
Subjects muſt be meaſured by the peculiar Conſtitutions of eve- 
ry Kingdom, without reſpe@*either to the Jewiſh Polity, 
where things weredetermined by God Almighty's ſpecial Com- 
mand, or the Behaviour of the Primitive Chriſtians, who had 
few or no Legal Rights to Aflert. 

Dif. Ay, but you Churchmen flattered the Court fo long, 
till our Conſtitutions were all ſwallowed up in the Abyſs of 
Prerogative. | 

Ch. I muſt confeſs while Kings are a Protection to Liberty, 
Property and Religion, the World is naturally prone to flatter 
them 3 neither would it be good Breeding to make too nice Inqui- 
ries into the Limits of a Prince while he does not exceed them 3 
but when Diſtreſs comes impetuouſly upon a Nation, when 
Life and All that is Sacred to us lies at Stake, then the Inquiry 
1s got only juſt ; but neceilary. 
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Diff. What Conditions therefore will you Churchmen at 
length confine your Prince too ? 

Ch. Why, I ſhall prefent you with a ſhort, but impartia} 
view of the Conſtitutions of this Kingdom, 35I find them moſt 
faithfully and ingennoully repreſented by the Royal Martyr in 
his Anſwer to the Nineteen Propoſitions, 1n theſe Words, viz, 
« There being Three kinds of Government among Men, Abſe. 
© lme Monarchy, Ariftocracy and Demecracy, and all theſe having 
© their particular Conveniences and Inconveriences, the Expe- 
Crience and Wiſloim of our Anceitors hath {fo monlded this our 
* of a mixture of theſe, as to give to this Kiz:idom the Con- 
© veniences of all Three, without the Inconve!iences of any 
* one, as long as the Balance hangs even oerween the Three 
© Eitates, and they run. jointly on in their proper Chanci, &c: 
© In this Kingdom the Laws aze joinily made by a Ring, Houſe 
© of Pecrs, and Houſe of Commons, choten by the People, 
© all having free Votes, and particular Priviledges, &c. And 
Fin this Kind of Regulated Monarchy, that the Prince may not 
© make not uſe of his Power to the Hurt 'of thoſe for whoſe 
©Good he heth ir, and make vie of the Name of Publick Ne- 
© ceſlity for the Gain of his private Favorites and Followers, to 
© rhe detriment of his People ; the Houſe of Commons (an 
© excellent Conſerver of Liberty) is ſolely entruſted with the 
*Levying of Monys, and the Impeaching of thoſe, who for 
© their ow: Ends, though countenanced by any ſurreptttiouſly 
© gotten Cominand of the King, have violated that Law which 
© he is bound to prote&, &c. Since therefore the Power Legally 
©placed in both Houſes, is more than ſufncient to Prevent and 
© Reſtrain.the Power of Z7yranny, &'c. Our Anfwer is, Nolwunres 
« Leges Anzlie mttari. Sofar this Royal Author. And indeed 
what could a generous Prince acknowledg, ar a Priviledg-al- 
{crting Subje defire more ? T hercfore, npon- the whole, 1t 
2ppears by the Confeſſion of the beſt of Mcn, 2s well as the 
wiſeſt of: Princes, that we are under a Government fa well ap- 


pointed for Society and the Exigencies of Humane: Kind, that; 
nothing but Folly can think of Eſtabliſhing a better, ard no-' 
ting but a Jeſuit diſturb it : The Scriptures tiremfſelves feem, 


to-have meant it when they tell 'us that Ce/z/*s Prerozative muſt 
never come- in Competition with that of God Almighty, and 
that Goyernors ſhal] be a Terror to-cy:l-Works. Here _ 
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and People have each their Territories, and al the Provition 
imaginable made againſt rhoſe Diſtractions which either Intereſt 
or Paſſion ſhould attempt. From all wiich what can be more 
naturally inferred, but that ws in this Kingdom are 57 no 
means obliged to reſign up-our ſel;es to Viokence and Oppreſ- 
con, but that Paſtive Obedience has 1ts Limits, 2nd the Oath 
of Ailleziance its Reſtrictions : Arreguiated and corditionated 
Monarch can expe& nod Ob:di-nce from me but what is Con- 
ditional too; and what an Abſurdity .does-it teem, that by a 
Legal Oath i ihould ſwear an abſolute Obegtence fo that An- 
thority which is not Abſ2Jute ?

Religion were Invaded : Neither am I perſwated that rhe 
learned and unbyaſs'd Clergy of our preſent Churctever meant 
any other Obedicnce than an aQive- Conformity to the Intent.

Therefore though vpon the ' Foundations of our Government, 
an inpatient $2i:it might witha great'{nzw of Reaſon'eſtablihh 
a very extenſive Latitude, in afſerting the Subjects Right ; yer 
in Favour of Monarciy, which I Reverence, end with Reſpe& 
to the Preſent Compmretitre, | ſnall- only now troubie you with 
theſe four Propoittions, - ſuppoling- a- mixt Government ;- r. 
That Snſvicions and. J<alouiies of a- Prince's ſiniſter Deſigns 
ae no ſufclent Grounds for Subjects violently to aſſert their 
Righrs, but in this Caic the 'Event of things mutt be left to 
Providence. 2. That tncugh ane Manor a greater number of 
Men receive manifeſt Injuries by tae Abuſes of Government, 
yet while they are buran inconfiderable part of the Commnni- 
ty, they are in Duty 'bound rather-to ſubmit to Oppreſſion;

Ch. Let but a moderate Papiſt lend me one grain of his own 
Principles, and I am confident he cannot but be of my Mind 
for may we but modeſtly meaſure the King's future Proceedings 
( had we truſted him with Victory ) by thoſe we had already 
ſeen,how diſmal would the ProſpeCt be ? Should we but recolle&t 
how barefacedly he has been ſtriking .at the Northern Hereſy 
ever lince the Oxford Parliament z what Mercy could we ex- 
pect ? How far ſome of the Proteſtant Nobility were engaged 
in an Aſſociation to aſlert their Rights, I ſhall not here pretend 
to determine, but this we may modeſtly preſume, That all 
their Crimes were ſeen through a Popiſh Magnifying-Glaſs, 
and no Artifice neglected to ruine them.

But to come nearer the Preſent Conunture, hyw 
were our Law, Properties, and all, proſtituted by a few Dil- 
penſing Gentlemen, ſome of them perfectly incapable of any 
Place of Truſt, and all of ſuſpe&ted Integrity. How furpri- 
zing was It to ſee perſons of the moſt contemptible Character 
placed among our Biſhops ; and all the facred Authority lodged 
ina Court which was erected againſt an expreſs Act of Parlia- 
ment ? V/hat a Riddle was it that our learned Prelates ( hither- 
to the great Supporters of the Crown) ſhould be lmprifoned 
for acting according to their Conſciences, in refuſing to Read 
that which pretended to eſtabliſh the greateſt Liberty of Con- 
ſcience ? Could any one that ſaw Six hundred Scholars op in 
Arms, and chearfully demonſtrating their Loyalty in the 
Weſtern Rebellion, ever think to ſee the Fellows. of Magaalen 
Colledg ingratefully turned out like Dogs,. and periaps one of 
the fineſt Foundations in Exrope, become a Kennel for Miſcre- 
ants.who were more unworthy to be Members of an Univerſity, 
upon the account of their Inſufficiency, than they were inca- 
pable of it by Law? It ſeem'd *almoſt a Jeſt to me to ſee in 
Chriſ#-Church perſons of that eminent Character and Learning, 
ſuperintended by a Wretch not fit for common Converſe. In 
which Soctety there is a Perſon in whom the Gentleman and 
the Scholar do very eminently meet, and who for his happy. 
Conduct and great Care to-maintain the Repute of that Colledg 
during theſe Violences, has certainly. now all the Title to the 
Deanry that either merit, or the common Rules of Gratitude 


. can afford him. But to proceed, I ſay to ſee how all Freedom 


of Elections to Parliament was in a manner taken away ; how 
the Poll at Northampton was like to be Regulated by Powder 
and Bullet, and the whole Government managed by Father 
Petre, Pen, Lob, and a few more ſuch- mercenary Wretches 
and all this to introduce a Religion. contrary to Scripture, and 
deſtructive of all Society, for which we expected grear 
things would have been ſaid while the Aſſerters of it had Com- 
mand of the Preſs, and the Countenance of a Prince, yet no-

ff Y Lords, When we ſaw that it was nolon:er ſafe 

q for Us to remain within Our Kingdom of Er2/and, 
'and that thereupon We had taken Our Reſolutions 

to withdraw for ſome time, We left to be communicated to 
you and to all Our Subjects, the Reaſons of Our withdrawing : 
And were likewiſe reſolved at the ſame time to leave ſach Or- 
ders behind Ms to you of our Privy Conncel, as might beſt fiir 
with tae preſent ſtate of Afﬀairs : But that being alcogether u1- 
ſafe for Us at that time z We now think fit to let you knoyy, 
that though it has been Our conſtant care ſince Our firſt Ac- 
celſion to the Crown, to govern Our People with that Juilice 
and Moderation, as to. give, if poſlible, no occaſion of Conm- 
plaint ; yet more particularly upon the late Invaſion, fecing 


_ how the Deſign was laid ; and fearing that Our People, who 


cou'd not be deſtroy*d but by themſelres, might by little ima-. 
einary Grievances, be cheated into a cerfain Ruine : To pre- 
vent ſo great Miſchief, and to take away not only all juſt Cauſcs, 
but even Pretences of Diſcontent ; We freely, and of our own
